sons, shows that Gen, Means is not a mo- 
mént too soon in his advance, and seems to 
indicate that the rebels are already putting 
in execution the design so emphatically an- 
nounced of driving Burwsipe ont of the im- 
portant region he holds. Vigorous and rapid 
work in Virginia is the only diversion that 
can be madein his favor; and this is most 
imperatively demanded. It«is understood 
that Gen. Mrapz has had carte blanche to op- 
érate, this time, with reference purely and 
simply to military considerations. If he was 
really as greatly chagrined 4s was reported, 
at his failure to get a battle out of Lax during 
the late campaiga, he will now have a chance 
tomake the opportunity.

So 
long as the ranks are open to him, he need 
rely upon no favors, 

Not only military distinctions are to be won 
in the service: to which the country now calls, 
But the best chances for future civil prefer- 
ment. There is no country in the world in 
which military gallantry ismore honored than , 
in this; and he who has once proved himeelf 
true and faithful to the flag of the Republic, 
in the storm of battle, has a passport to the 
popular confidence that nothing elee can give. 
It iz certain that for the present generation: 
the great majority of our offices of trust, 
from: the Presidency down, will be filled 
by men who have periled their lives’ for 
the Stars and Stripes. ‘The people . will 
devolve their trusts ‘upon the tried soldiers, 
both because they will love to honor them, 
and because they are thoroughly tired of pro- 
fessional politicians. No sordid, corrupt, 
faithless nature can belong to @ true soldier, 
iand the people instinctively feel it. 

Every young man, who seeks an henorable 
future, who ¢ares to figure in the grandest 
drama of the,eentury, who has spirit enough 
to feel that,» 

“ One crowded hour of glorious life 

Is worth ap age without a nsme,” 
who has soul enough to realize how sacred a 
thing is patriotism, should hasten to the help 
of his country in this its last decisive grapple 
with the monster treason, now as never be- 
fore desperate. Duty and glory alike urge it. 

Every effort should be made to meet the 

President’s call by voluntary enlistment, and 
not by the other alternative of drafting. Pub- 
lic opinion should hold every State. and 
eounty of the North strictly to ite daty. Ié 
should be deemed a positive dishonor to any 
locality not to furnish its fair quota of men— 
a reproach analogous to that which would 
come from actual disloyalty itself. In times 
like these professions are of slight account, 
unless backed up by substantial acis. Every 
citizen everywhere, who has the slightest in- 
fluence, owes that influence now to his coun- 
try; and he may be sure that he can exertit 
ia no more effective shape than in stimulating 
young men to respond to the call of the coun- 
try for more soldiers.

it. The busy.and industrious cannot do this 
without ruin ; the idle and lazy. can and do 
do it, with the result which we witness. . The 
taxation of the City has been for the last 
ten years iacreasing in a ratio which 
promises, before very long, one of two things 
—municipal repudiation, or else a burden 
of .taxes which: will amount to whole- 
sale confiscation; and render all real 
property inside the City: limits worthless. 
When this prospect stares people in the face, 
we shall look for a movement toward a radi- 
cal change in the ‘structure of the Govern- 
ment, but. not sooner. Our consolation is 
that it cannot be very long. till this period 
arrives. 

We venture to predict that by'that time it 
will be generally agreed, that as long as, the 
votes of these who possess nothing count for 
as much in the laying on of taxes as the 
votes of those who possess a great deal, re- 
form id impossible. It will be found absolute- 
ly necessary to give the taxpayers of the City 
& separate representation in the City govern- 
ment, and arm it with the powerof placing an 
absolute and final veto upon all money bills sent 
up from the Aldermen and Common Council- 
men. By giving it no share in ‘legislation, 





and all over-attention te class interests 
avoided. ‘But there cannot be a grosser vio- 
lation of the Democratic principle than that 
which gives @ class that owns nothing 
the power of voting away the property of an- 
other class. And to this thing we have now 
come. Were the taxpayers represented and 
armed with the veto, all votes of money . for 
the comfort, safety, health or convenience 
of the citizens would pass at once; but the 
feasts, excursions, processions, “ donations,” 
rides, jobs of all kinds, on ‘which such enor- 
mous sume are now lavished, would be nip- 
ped in the bud.
